The strict enforcement of Fi 
proper building code which would pre- 
vent the erection of tenement houses 
which did not provide sufficient space, 
rooms, light, air and sanitary conven- 
iences was also postulated, and atten- 
tlon was drawn to the necessity for 
providing lanes and keeping them ina 
passable condition. It was also de- 
elared necessary to restrict the areas 
in which livery stables and garages 
might be bulit. 

Dr. Whitelaw dwelt at length on the 
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importance of a proper water anal 
sewer service, the essentials for a good 
water supply being quantity. avality 
reasonable cost, proper pressure of de- 
livery and reliability AS regards sew- 
erage, the extension of sewer privileges 
to AS great a degree and as rapidly 
AS possible should be the first duty of 
a municipality 
Unreasonable inflation in values of 
building lots was the least point dealt 
with by the speaker
